The briuging-in of the Cohl Greek watec 
is a scheme which occupied the httention 
of the public in., the whole disttict, but. 
more especially in the Bannockburn por- 
tion of it, as fur back as seven or eii'ht 
years a, go, the chief exponent of its advnnt . 
ta.gos being Mr J. R. Kemp, awell.kno.wn 
resident in the Bannockburn. The alluvial 
on the Garrick Ran^ were even 
then known to he rich, but it was univer- 
sally felt thnt- they would never be pro- 
perly . dovoloped iinless a larger and more 
pernmnent supply of. water weje brought 
in to command its golden terraces and 
gullies than could be obtained from within 
the valley of the Bannockbnm itself. The 
Garrick Range, unfortunate in' the sense 
W 0 are now speaking of, has towards the ■' 
Bannockburn a northern frontage, exposed,, 
to the warm, northerly winds, and the full 
influence of the sun from early spring to 
lateautumn;,and thus its gullies come to be 
mere dry creeks when those of other ranges 
are enjoying the benefit of the gradually 
melting snows. Mining work had there- 
fore to be partially sii-speuded for about 
three or four months in the summer season 
in addition to the month or two’s idleness 
necessarily imposed on minei-s amongst the 
ranges by the severity of the winter season. 
Although abounding in mineral wealth to 
an extent not siiqjassed, if even equalled, 
by any other district in Otago, the Ban- 
nockburn got to be recognised as a poor 
gold-field, because water, the great gold- 
producing power, was not to be had for 
love or money. The Coal Greek scheme

The quiU-tz 
reefs,, however, were discovei-ed ; the Heart 
of Uak yifilds of two, three, and four 
ounces to the ton convinced evervone of 
the absolute necessity of a larger and'more 
permanent supply being obtained, if any. 
good were to lie done to the district. The • 
people in the Bannockburn and tln-onwh-. , 
out the whole district were iinsnimou.s ”00 
that suiiject. The Goa! Creek scheme, 
then, was regularly and openly discn.ssed ; 
it was felt to be a public scheme, and one 
wkich it only required a few (uiblic .spirited 
meii tq/jake the.diiecuoii oLto make oiie^: 
of the greatest successes which' had ever ' 
been aocqmplishetl in (llago. Nor were ' 
the nienwanting long : tne occasion ai wavs 
produces the men. A hurried yet curefii! 
survey of. the Hue of race was made, and 
it was ascertained that the probable cost 
of completing the scheme .would be -some- 
where about- £12,000. , , Public opinion > 
was enthusiastically in favour of the 
.scheme,, and everything angnred well for 
its success. , . 

la an evil hour, however, to support 
them in their undertaking when thev re- 
quired, no support, and to influence the 
public in taking shares in the concern 
when the public were only waiting for the 
chance, the original leadera in the scheme 
took to tbemsflves a number of men, in ail 
twenty, and called themselves projectors 
of the Garrick Range Water Supply Com- . 
pan;,'. These projectors expended the sum 
of four pound.s eleven shillings and .six- 
pence eacii, in a,gain, but more carefully, 
surveying the line of race, and in taking 
other preliminary steps to deiiiou.strate a 
foregone conclusion ; and then, with the 
most consunmiate disregard of all decency 
ever witnus-secl in this district, or likely to 
he witnessed we hope, -they proceeded to 
allot themselves 3000 fully paid-up; share.s, 
or the insignificant sum of £150 a-piece! 
This was done, we believe, in spite of the 
honourable opposition of a few of the pro- 
|jeotors, who really did look upon and treat 
the scheme as one for the public benefit. 
The public, of course, were disgusted at 
the greedy se'lfishnes.s displayed by the so- 
called projectors, and indignantly refused 
to subscribe to their iniquitous scheme. .. 
This 3000 paid-up share proposal was then 
rescinded, and 1000 was proposed, .and 
carried ; but still shareholders declined to 
enrol themselves, The evil which had 
been done began to press upon the now 
unfortunate projectors, and finally, in April ' 
1872, it was determined to relinquish all 
the paid-up shares,— not without a strong 
opposition on the jiart of those wlm had 
only entered the company with the hofie 
of making something handsome out of the 
British public.

Over<;.two thousand; ahai'es,— a sixth of 
the miraher originally proposed,: and pet' 
haps one-folirth of the niipiber ' really re- 
quired Without Government ' assistance,— 
were by this 'time taken u pi,, and with the 
Lope of disposing of more ahacea by i the 
way, the work was actually; commenced. 
The mischief was done, -however. . Every 
act of the company . was .now looked uipon 
with suspicion instead of being hailed with 
acclamation by the miners in very dis- 
trict which would, he most benefited by the 
bringing-in of the water, and the pas- 
sive opposition with which .the company 
met in .the immediate.. neighbourhood of 
its operations reacted in the most prejudi- 
cial manner throughout the Province. ’ No 
further shares would be taken up, and in 
despair of local assistance, the directom-de- 
termined to apply for a Government loan 
of £4000. 1 Our patience would be ex- 
hausted in . relating . the difficulties which 
they encountered, and the various sums 
they had to expend in surveys and reports 
before this Was granted to them : but 
granted it was, after.months of perseverance 
and eypeiienco of that proverbial hope 
deferred which maketh even direotors sick. 
After urgent and oft-ropeated appeals tp 
the Government' from Air > Macandbew 
and Mr PvKE and others, it was granterl, 
and telegrams from Wellington a.ssiired the 
directors that tiie money would be avail- 
able on . the certificate of the J 'istriot En- 
gineer that a corresponding amount had 
been expended by ‘the company. The^eer- 
tificatea wCre. obtained, and pending the 
Jiavment of the money by the Government, 
liabilities were incurred by the directors, to 
the extent of £1400 at tbe least, so that no 
delay should take place, in' the progress of 
the work itself, lb was then dj.scovered by 
the Government, or rather by their soli- 
citor,- : that the directors had not been 
legally authorised to, borrow this money,

£4000 : say even £5000, for the six ad’ 
ditional miles are admitted to be of a more 
difficult nature than the ones already

Our advice to the directors and share- 
holders will be summed up in as few words 
as possible, for our space is getting limited 
for the present. It is to put aside the idea 
of assistance from the Government alto- 
gether, and to go once more into the 
market with the share list. The directors 
can now do so with clean hands,— indeed 

the pi-esent ones always could do that, in 

asking the public to take shares ; and let 
no further work be done on the race till 
the full number of shares which a re deemed 
necessary for the completion of the work 
be talren up. ' We would advise that the 
immediate district be most actively can- 
vjissed before asking people at a distarice 
to .take any, as the success which would 
now, we believe, attend their .effort® in the 
immediate locality, would be the test 
■whereby people at a distance would judge 
of the prospects of the company.

Batlians shareholders alone, it is well

Cii Wednes- 
day hast, in Cromwell, it was at one time 102 in 
the shade. In the suri (with the thermometer 
hanging on an iron 'ivall, however,) it ranged be- 
tween 1.30 and 140 degrees. Some scientific citi- 
zen might make an attempt to register the real 
degree of heat with some certainty. 

A remark-able case came before the 
Supreme Conrt on Wednesday last. Tn Novem- 
ber last a member of a Chinese firm in Uunedin, 
Mow Tie, died., Ah Hung, storekeeper at the 
Bannockburn, ol nming to be deceased's brother, 
obtained letters of a-Iministratioii, wherenpi® he 
applied to the hrm f*ir an account of partnership 
transactions, and the delivery to himself of MiVw 
Tie’s assets: The firm replied that Ah Hung 
was not Tic’s brother. A rule nisi to show 
cause why letters of adniinistratiou should not be 
withheld until a jury determine tbe question of 
relationship was granted. 

Our readers will recollect the letter pub- 
lished in our last week's issue, in reference to 
Air Stanbrook’s license as an anotinneer, theorigi- 
nal of which was sent to the tiuperiutendent by 
Messrs Faehe and Chappie. The somewhat 

shabby" question cropped up at the last meet- 
ing of the Clyde Town Council, wdien the Town 
(dork saiil ; — “No reply had yet been received 
to his letter to tbe Government, drawing atten- 
tion to the fact of this Council being, as it were, 
defraudeil of the sum of £50, (Mr Staiibrook’s 
license,) through his misstating his place of resi- 
dence.’’
